Eminent 
Musicans, Statesmen and 


Men of Letters Meet to Show Trib- 


ute to the Great Composer. 


Special to The ,Journal: 


CHRISTIANIA, June 15—All Nor- 


way united today 'in doing honor to 
Etivard Grieg, the nation's most hon- 
ored and most famous musician and 
composer, on the occasion of his six- 
tieth birthday. 
Norway's most emi- 


nent musicians, statesmen and men of 
letters gathered at Bergen and took 
part in the great festival aranged in 
honor ,of 
the 
celebrated 
musician. 


The list of visitors was headed by 
Biornsterne Biornson an<J his wife. A 
feature of the celebration 
was 
the 


reading of letters and messages of con- 
gratulation 
which poured in upon 


Grieg from famous people throughout 
the world 
Announcement was made 


of. the successful completion of a fund 
to be known as the Grieg memorial 
fund, the interest on which is to be 
subject to his disposition as long as he 
lives, and after his death is to be ap- 
plied to any purpose which he may 
'ndlcate. 


Since Ole Bull's death Edvard Grieg 


is the most popular musican in Nor- 
way and occupies the foremost place 
and is regarded as the highest repre- 
sentative of the Norwegian 
musical 


art. 
He lives quietly at Hop, a little 


village on the railway from Bergen to 
Voss, where he has a charming cot- 
tage surorunded by beech trees 


Grieg: is a dwarf and a hunchback, 


but has a remarkable face and a win- 
ning manner to those whom he wish- 
es to please 
He lives a very retired 


life, seldom appears except to conduct 
an orchestra, is proud and arroganv 
toward strangers and not easily ap- 
proached. 


Grieg was named Evard Hageness, 


after his mother's father, who was a 
man of prominence in Norway, and 
prefect of the Bergen 
diocese 
His 


father was Alexander Grieg, a whole- 
sale merchant at Bergen, a man of 
considerable piopeity, who is still liv- 
ing 
Grieg is married, but childless 


His -wife looks after his business af- 
fairs with 
lemarkable 
ability, and 


without her he would be utterly help- 
less, for he has no more Judgment in 
money mattis than a child 


His musical genous developed ear- 


then went to Copenhagen and stuc ed 
with Gade for three or four years. As- 
sociation with him and Nordraak, the 
composer of the Norwegian 
national 


hymn, modified his taste and style, 
which had been acquired and develop- 
ed under German influence. In 1870 
he spent a i year with ^ranz Liszt, ana 
then went to Christiania, where he re- 
mained several years, conducting an 
orchestra, giving concerts and becom- 
ing the foremost musician in the coun- 
try. 


"The Musical Union," 
which 
has 


done more than any other influence to 
develop the public taste and encour- 
age the musical art in Norway, was 
organized by Grieg in 1870, and he 
conducted it alone until 
i!873, when 


Johan Svendsen joined him. It was 
during this time that Grieg first be- 
came known to the world through his 
compositions for the 
piano and or- 


chestra, and particularly through the 
music of Ibsen's dramatic poem," Per 
Gynt" and Bjornson's "Sigurd Jorsal- 
far," In 1874 his services were recog- 
nized by the Norwegian 
parliament, 


which voted him a pension of $500 for 
life 
He has conducted concerts in 


London, Paris and other cities of Eu- 
rope and everywhere the highest tri- 
butes have been paid to his musical 
genius.

AN OLD HISTORIC MANSION 


A MONUMENT'IN MEMORY 


OF RICHES THAT FLED. 


One of the Legends of the Comstock 


That is Illustrated by a Magnificent 


Pile, Whose Builder Died Poor. 


Since the conversion of historic old 


Bowers' Mansion into a summer resort 
there has been a revival of interest in 
the founders of this token of Corn- 
stock's bonanza days 
Sandy Bowers 


and the Washoe Seeress were a twain 
that typified in a measure the rollick- 
ing spirit of good fellowship that scat- 
tered money lavishly while it lasted 
and lived on reminiscences and had 
debts when riches had flown. 


This pile of granite beneath 
the 


eastern slopaa of the Sierras is the 
one permanent reminder of the Bow- 
ers as millionaires. The anecdotes of 
Sandy and his eccentric wife are not 
written nor stamped upon minds that 
Will never forget.

way that this historic spot is again 
accessible and again habitable, and 
the sound of merry making and rev- 
elry echo the merrier laughter the 
gayer life

resounded 


throughout the groves of Sandy's cas- 
tle on this yon spoke of the Sierras. 


In wandering through the rooms, in 


loitering amongst the trees, in peer- 
ng into the open swimming pools,

to an epoch past everything but rem-

shall be fined in any sum not less than 
three dollars and'not-exceeding one 
hundred dollars or be imprisoned in 
the county jail for a term not exceed- 
ing sixty days or by both such fine and 
imprisonment.
